REPORTS of standing COMMITTEES. 

Mr. BUCKNER, Judiciary— ankcd to be dis- 
charged froTn leave to bring in a bill to establish 
the 14th judicial district. [The committee thought 
that this legislature cannot create another dis- 
trict at this session.] 

A debate. arose upon the question of the con- 
stitutional power of this legislature to create the 
14lh JmRcial district. 

The committee was discharged, and the leave 
was relfrred to the committee on Circuit Courts. 

Mr. PORTER. Judiciary— a H. R. bill for the 
benefit of Mrs. Eleuor Aberdeen: passed. 

Same— a bill to amend the 4^1 chapter of the 
Revised Statutes. [The bill imposes a fine on 
while men of from $30 to $100 for gambling with 
free negroes and slaves, and that they shall not 
hold office.) 

Mr. WALTON moved to strike ou^$50 and 
$100, and insert $25 and $ 50 ; as bewared the 
fine, if so large, would not be imposed. 

After some debate, Mr. W. withdrew his 
amendment 

Mr. READ offered an amendment, to provide 
that persons playing cards, &c., with negroes, and 
convicted, shall not serve on juries for ten years 
Mr. EDWARDS offered an amcnement, that 
persons couvicied under this law shall not exer- 
cise the right of suffrage: 

The question coming up on the amendment of 
Mr. Read, it was adopted. 

The bill, as amended, was then passed. 

SPECIAL ORDER FOR II O’CLOCK. 

The resolution of Mr. Martin, and Mr. Por- 
ter’s amendment, offered on yesterday, [inslriict- 
ing the committee on Banks, as to questions to be 
asked of the hanks, in relation to their condition, 
profits, &.C.,] were taken up: the amendment was 
adopted, and the resolution also adopted.

SPECIAL ORDER OF THE DAY. 

The special order of the day being the “bill to 
take the sense of the people of Kentucky as to 
the propriety of calling a conveniiou to amend 
the constitution,” was taken vip. 

Mr. ANDREWS adilressed the Senate in favor 
of the bill, he having asked the leave, and intro- 
duced the bill. 

Mr. WALKER replied to Mr. Andrews, and 
opposed the bill. 

Mr. SMITH moved to lay the bill on the table, 
and the yeas and nays being taken, stood, yeas

Diego in 'J7 days from San .Antonio 

'Phe .Mormons are certainly e.irnestly prepar- 
ng fi»r war, and we should not be surprised if» 
ere this, the troops under Col. Johnson had come 
in dcadiv conflict with them. 

Mr. John Aiken makrs a sworn statement, 
from whieh w’e extract the follow ing: 

We learn from Dr. Dunion, surgeon to Brig- 
ham Young’s army, that they had taken a vote 
at Salt Lake City tliat if the United States army 
forced its way-into Utah, that they themselves 
wouhl burn their city, towns, forts, A’c , an<l lay 
every habitation in ashes; that ihey had already 
picked out secret places in tlie mountains, to 
cache” their provisions, and make their future 
abode with the Indians. The Doctor stated that 
arrangements were alre:idy entered into that, pro- 
vided the array should enter the settlements, 
every citv,town, and village in the States of Cal 
ifornia, Missouri, and Iowa should be burned im- 
mediately — ihat they had men to do this wdio 
were not known to be Mormons! And that they 
would cut off all the emigant trains, array stores, 
provisions, stock, &.C.; that no man, woman, or 
child should hereafter cross the Plains without 
being scalped! That they depended upon and 
expected the Indians to perform this infernal and 
cowardly part of ther designs. 

We arrived at the city in the afternoon of the 
same day. Here I found all that I had heard 
tated bv the soldiers on their way out to the 
various .«ta(ions assigned tliem confirmed by the 
repetition of the same by the people of the city. 
I found here amongst the people of the city the 
most ho.stile feeling and bitter sentiments that 
the lioart of man could possibly conceive. I was 
told to be very cautious in my remarks, and say 
nothing against tlie Mormons, by a friend from 
Yankee land, who had to exercise the utmost 
discretion in all he said or did. Here 1 learned 
that it was necessary for me to got a passport 
from me war department of Young’s army to 
secure my safety ihrough the settlements, which 
1 did, and found it very ailvantagcous to mfe on 
iny way through the seUlemcnls.

I started from the Mormon city on the 23d of 
^‘plerancr, and traveled three hundred .and 
twenty-five miles on the Southern route to Cali- 
fornia by mvself. I passed through the priiiei- 
p il towns on this route — being stopped by the 
.Mormon officers and Indian duels, declaring that 
no Americans should leave the Territory with- 
out sliowing their authority and paving tho In 
diaus for the privilege; this I acceded to by pay- 
ing to the ludiaiLs about forty dollars, beside 
blankeUs, clotliiiig, <kc. All this occurred w ithin 
the limits of the Mormon settleineiis. 

After I loft the Mormons I got along peaceably 
with the Indians, who are not directly under Mor- 
mon influence. I stayed at Painter Creek sever 
a! days, within six miles of the scene of the 
late horrible massacre, whore I joined the com 
pauv of the United States mail to San Bernardi- 
no. John Hunt, the mail carrier, refused me any 
protection whatever; said I )iad to fight my own 
batlle.s, as they were friendly with the Indians, 
and did not wish to incur their displeasure. 

After leaving Painter Creek and arriving al 
the field of blood, I discovered several bodies 
that were slain, in a state of nudity and pulrcfac 
tion. I saw about twenty wolves feasting on 
the carcasses of the murdered. Mr. Hunt shot a 
wolf; they ran a few yards and halted. I notic- 
ed that the women and children were more gen- 
erally eaten by the wild bcu.-^ts than the men. 

Lieut. Beale arrived at Los Angelos on the 9th 
insl. with the train of camels. All the party 
were well, and the camels had borne fatigue from 
the long journey rtunarkably well. 



John 3Iitchell on our Naturalization 
Laws. 

The Southern Cifiren, of the 2Gth ult., con- 
tains a long editorial on the subject of our natu 
mlizatiou laws, their defects, and tho necessity 
for their reformation. It openly takes the ground 
that they are liable to the most outrageous 
abuses, and arc so abused, and that the present 
loose system of making American citizens out of 
foreigners is both unsafe and degrading to the 
national character. Even be, a Democrat and 
foreigner, is shocked by tho radical doctrine of 
free emigration, and warns the country against 
entering upon such a system of folly and ruin 
Mr. M. says: 

“W.c are about to Approach a delicate subject;

Nature. 

A long while ago, some laborers, in digging a 
well near our Alluntic sea coast, threw out a sort 
of gri vni.sh sand, mixed with bits of sea shells, 
wliieh strangely puzzled them. The next year 
tlie owner of the farm was surprised to find that 
wlierever his green dirt liad been washed by the 
rains, the vegetation was unusiiallr rich. .Siicti 
was the first di.seovory of marl, a fertilizer whicli 
has already regcnctated whole counties of New 
Jersey, and wliieli, wlien it comes into a more 
extensive use, will make tliousands of exhausted 
fields here in the East to rival the rich bottom 
lands of the West. 

Not less accidental was the discovery of coal. 
Just wlien our great cities began to experience a 
scarcity of wood for fires, just when the aston- 
ishing national advances of this country com 
mcnccd demanding an exhaiistless supply of fuel 
for manufactures, chance revealed, high lip among 
the stony and barren mountains of .Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, and Virginia, anthracite and bitu- 
minous coal. At the present day, millions of 
acres which otherwise would be unproductive, 
yield up their fossil wood to warm our parlors, 
cook our dinners, drive our steamhoaLs, propel 
our locomotives, and turn our cotton mills. 

We owe both marl and coal to the provident 
forethought of nature countless years ago. For 
marl is hut the decayed remains of marine ani- 
mals, and derives its fertilizing properties chiefir 
from the lime which forms a principal ingredient 
of shells. F'ar hack in some remote geological 
era, untold centuries before man had been crea- 
ted, the waves of a iiliallow sea wa.slied the lo 
calities where we now dig up our marl, deposit- 
ing there, precisely as the otean docs in similar 
places now, the shells and dead bodies of tiny 
marine animals. Year by year, generation by 
generation, age by age, these deposits went oii. 
At last, some change in the shore, such as the 
opening or shutting of an inlet, the closing up of 
a river, or the sudden donundalion of a hank, 
stopped the accumulation; the deposits ceased; 
sand or other soil began to cover them; in time 
they disappeared from sight; trees began to grow 
above them; new and strange land animals roved 
through these woods; man finally came upon the 
scene. But thoii.sands of years passed, and the 
red Indian had long given way to the white Ame- 
rican before tl^-sc marine deposts were brought 
to light and used to fertilize our fields as marl. 
Nature was patient and could wait She could 
forsee and was content. Before man was crea- 
ted she laid up in her storehouses under ground, 
tlie manure with which he was to raise his bread, 
when a dense population and exhausted soils 
should make corn difficult to get. 

And so witli coal. In another geological epoch 
also before man trod tlie earth, vast pine trees 
covered the globe, growing rankly everywhere as 
reads in a jungle. Ago by .age they ' gcrniina 
ted, shot upwards, shed their cones, lived out 
their centuries, died and fell. Age bv age oth- 
ers grew in their places, and in turn perished and 
fell, till they lay piled one above another, like 
grass which the mower has cut. Then came a 
ditVcrcnl geological epoch. The pine forests be- 
came swamps, the swamps hogs, the hO"s were 
succeeded by solid earth; and all this while na- 
ture, in her secret alembic underground, was con- 
verting ihc submerged trees into coal. The 
migli'y carboniferous era, whicli wc have de- 
scribed, had for its chief purpose the providin" 
fuel for civilized man. .^lillions of years before 
a human being lived upon the globe, nature, 
aware only of his coming hut of his future needs, 
made ready for his wants. 

Wc might follow out this thought and furnish 
other illustrations. VV’e might show how, now 
that our cedar forests arc becoming scarce, rails 
and shingles arc made from primeval trees, dug 
out of swamps, where the tempests prostrated 
them thousands of years ago. We might demon- 
strate that nature, long ages since, began to man- 
ufacture diamonds, iron ore, gold, a thousand 
things expres.sly for man, and is niamifaeturing 
them still. But we have said enough. Great and 
beneficent art thou, oh, God! — Baltimore Sun.

The Kacile Mr. litichannn. 

Much has been said and written concerning the 
various evolutions which Mr. Buchanan has made 
during his political life. It is well known that 
he was once a bitter Federalist, and that he is 
now a Democrat; that he for many years recog- 
nized the constitutionality of the Missouri com 
promise, and advocated it as the best and only 
measure of settling the slavery question; that he 
once recognized the power of Congress to legis- 
late upon the question of slavery in the Territo- 
ries, but that he now denies all such power and 
repudiates the Missouri restriction as an illegal 
assumption of authority. But it would ho useless 
to endeavor to follow him throughout all his va 
rious twistings and contortions — the limited space 
allotted to us in our paper would not suffice for 
their enumeration. Ha has occupied both sides 
of nearly every political question that has been 
brought before the people of this country for the 
last forty years. Mr. Clay’s severe sarcasm upon 
him about bis ability to turn any coat to suit tl»e 
times, was richly deserved. 

But never did he turn so complete a somerset 
in so short a space of time, as he recently has 
upon the Kansas question. For many months 
all of bis mouth pieces were continually glorify- 
ing ^id shouliqg hallelujahs over the groat doc 
trine of popular sovereignty, hut they now fol 
low his example in spitting upon what now seems 
to them to be an absurd and destructive theory. 
But a few mouths ago Mr. Buchanan gave as- 
surances to the country that the people of Kansas 
should he protected in the right to mould their 
institutions to' suit themselves, and his instruc 
tions to Governor Walker breathed the same 
spirit. But in his recent message he declares 
that it was not incumbent upon the Convention 
to submit the Constitution • to the vote of the 
people of Kans.as, but intimates strongly that 
Congress should admit Kansas into the Union 
with a constitution to which the people of Kan 
sas are opposed. Every where in his message 
he speaks of the Kansas Convention as a legally 
called and constituted body. It was not called 
bv an act of Congress, nor did the Kansas-Ne 
braska bill grant to the Territorial Legislature 
the power to call a Convention for the purpose of 
forming a State Constitution. And if the Con- 
vention was a legally formed body, as Mr. Bu- 
chanan assumes it to have been, the inference 1s 
irresistible that the Legislature of Kansas had 
the power to pass a law convening such a Con 
vention. We are not prepared to argue the ques 
tion as to whether the Constitution had any legal 
authority or not, it is merely our purpose to 
show up another of Mr. Buchanan’s tergiversa- 
tions. In 1835 or 1836, in the debate upon the 
admission of Michigan, Mr. Buchanan expressly 
repudiated the idea that a Territorial Legislature 
had knv power to call a Convonlion for the pur 
pose of forming a State Constitution. The fol 
lowing is an extract from his speech : 

‘•We ought not to apply the rigid rules of ab- 
stract political science too rigorously to such 
cases. It has been our practice heretofore to 
treat our infant Territories with parental care, 
to nurse them with kindness, and wlien they had 
attained the age of manhood, to admit them into 
the family without requiring from them a rigid 
adherence to forms. The great questions to be 
decided are: Do they contain a sufficient popu 
lation? Have they adopted a republican consti- 
tution? And are they willing to enter the Union 
upon the terms which wc propose? If so, all the 
preliminary proceedings have been considered 
but mere forms, which we have waWed in re 
peated instances. They are but the scaffolding 
of the hiiildiiig, which is of no further use after 
the edifice is complete. We have pursued this 
course in regard to Tennessee, to Arkansas, and 
even to Michigan. No Senator will vretend that 
their Territorial Legidatures had any right what 
ever to paRft laws enabling the people to elect dele 
gates to a convention for the purpose of forming a 
State constitution. It was an act of usurpation on 
thiir part.'' 

We commend this paragraph to the supporters 
of the President’s policy. It will not be the last 
turn he will make before he gets safely through 
the waves which now threaten to engulf him- 
self and party. 

Tiios. N. Lindsey. — We are much gratifiedat 
the position taken by this gentleman upon the 
resolution from the Senate in answer to certain 
resolutions forwarded to Governor Morehead by 
the Legislatures of Ohio and other northern 
States. The substitute which he offered to the 
resolution of Mr. Silvertooth is conceived in the 
right spirit, and it is to be hoped that it will be 
adopted. His views concerning the courtesy 
which is due from one 8tate to another arc very 
correct and accord entirely with our own. If the 
Legislatures of all the Slates wore composed of 
men as able and conservative as the Representa 
live from Franklin county, the existing bad feel- 
ing between the nortbern and southern States 
would never have been heard of, but the inter- 
course between them would be harmonious, dig- 
nified and courteous in tone, and of such a char- 
acter as to do honor to the sister sovereignties of 
our great confederacy. May it not be hoped that 
the Legislature of Kentucky may become imbued 
with the dignity, the propriety, and good sense, 
of his seutiments and adopt his substitute. We 
cannot believe that the Senate had fully consid 
cred the resolution which they had passed, or 
they surely would never have condescended to 
indulge in abuse and discourteous rejoinder.

Rats Instinctively Leave a Falling House. 
— Tlie SiateSf the new Democratic paper estab- 
lished at Washington City, in a late issue, pitch- 
es into the Union, “the ct'ulral organ of the 
Democratic party,” in the following style.

Alto 
gether, it they would content themselves with per- 
forming pla^s adapted to their peculiar style of tal- 
ent, they would be considered a very good compa- 
ny, and, indeed, far better than any of those which 
usually visit so small a place us Frankfort. But 
of late they have become somewhat too ambitious, 
and have attempted to walk in i>ortions of the 
drama to which none of them ar6 equal, at least 
if we ni'iyjudge from tlie specimens of acting 
which we have seen from them. They must 
learn to tread the dizzy height with a more 
lainiliar step, or tlic usual effect of vertigo 
will be felt by them. We do not mean to depre- 
ciate them when we say that they had better 
leave the finer plays of Shakespeare alone. 

There is no one in the company with a^utfi 
cient intellectual dcvelopement to do justice to 
the part of the noble Dane, nor yet any with pas- 
sion enough to imitate the hunchback monarcli 
or the swarthy Aloor. No one of them has suc- 
ceeded in impressing the audience with the cun- 
ning of the subtle lago. The best criticism on 
their attempts which we can write, is to say, that 
during a dying scene part of the audience laugh 
ed. Stick to comedy, gentlemen, or, if you will 
try tragedy, at least do better than you have 
done.

Marriage V AUn by mere Agreement — A case 
has just been decided in Indianapolis by which it 
is declared that Marriage in Indiana rc(|uires no 
formalities to make it legal, except the mere 
agreement of the parties; that it is a civil con- 
tract only, and differs from other civil contracts 
merely in this — that it cannot he dissolved, even 
by mutual consent. Section 7 of the Revised 
Statutes of Indiana, says: 

‘No marriage shall be void, or voidable, for 
the want of license or other formulitie.s required 
by law, if either of the parties thereto believe it 
to be a legal inirriage at the time.” 

The agreement must afterwards be rccordeci, 
but the failure or neglect to do this is punishable 
simply by a fine.
